NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury today 
made large deposits in local 
banks. He is in close touch with 
the present situation in this city 
and believes he will be able to 
cope with it. 

It was not possible to learn the 
amount of Government funds de- 
posited today. 
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(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 2..—A _ distinctly 


favorabie tone was evident in 
Wall street at 2 o’clock this afternoon, 
following the announcement that Secre- 
tary Cortelyou of the Treasury Depart- 


ment had made deposits of Government 
funds-in New York banks. 

The stock market had been holding 
better all day than nad been expected 
and the fact that the Trust Company of 
America had withstood the rush of 
Jepositors to withdraw money for four 
hours, without difficulty, was an addi- 
tional encouraging factor. [t wag-elso 
tegarded as a good sign that there had 
not been a run on any other financial in- 
titution today and that banks generally 
were transacting business in 2 norma: 
manner. 3 

The improvement in the stock market 
between 1 and 2 o’clock was especially 
noteworthy, some of the weakest fea- 
tures of the morning hours rallying 
tharply. The high rates for money

-around 1 o'clock were without effect on 


the stock market quotations. 

Prices improved materially between i 
ind 2 0 clock, and a few of the standard 
railroad stocks returned to their best 
prices of the forenoon. Confidence was 
restored in a measure by the support to 
the electric stocks. Genera! Electric ral- 
ied 9 points and Westinghouse Electric 
|. Delaware & Hudson also ratlied 7 and 
ihe general market from 1 to 3 points. 

Slumped at Opening. 

The opening of the stock market gav2 
evidence of demoralization, but the se- 
vere presture converged on but a few 
-stocks. The range of the decline in 
many of the active stocks was restrict- 
ed to a point. Union Pacific ran off 
b's, dropping a point between sales, 
with a subsequent rebound from 107'; 
to 109.

“Let there be no dodging of the is- 
sue. Frenzied finance is the culprit at 
the bar. He is no patriot, but little of 
a financier, who rails at honest meas- 
gres to cure admitted ills.’’

“The process through which the finan- 
tial institutions of New York are pass- 
Ing is a strenuous but healthy one. It 
will do good in the end, and the more 
roolly and steadily it is taken the less 
will be the inconveniences and the soon- 
er it will be over.”’ 

The Herald says: 

“With the aid of treasury funds to 
fase the monetary situation and the in- 
evitable buying by shrewd bargain hunt- 
ers, there will be a speedy relaxation 
of the strain and the creation of a mar- 
ket which will permit of the conver- 
sion of good securities.”’

MUBKOGEEF, I. T.. Oct. 23.—Full of 
historic interest are the meetings of the 
Indian legislatures which are now in 
session in three of the five civilized 
nations. The other two legislatures will 
convene before the montb closes. This 
is the final national action of each In- 
dian nation as a political entity. In 
each nation the old Indlans who have 
been legislators for many years are do- 
ing their utmost to effect as complete a 
settlement of affairs as possible while 
they have a national] voice. The state 
hood proclamation sounds the death 
knell ef Indian legislation of the five 
civilized tribes. 

The Creek Legislature is one of the 
oldest and probably the most typical of 
Indian legislatures. It is popularly 
known as the Council, Chief Moty Tiger 
is presiding at this ses’ion. He succeed- 
ed to the office at the death of Pleas- 
ant Porter. In his annual message to 
the Council, Chief Tiger sets forth those 
things which confront the Indian in his 
unsettied estate. 

He calls attention to the authority of 
the chief to deliver deeds and says 37,- 
386 deeds have been executed to Creek 
citizens and of this number 27,160 have 
been delivered, leaving 10,336 yet to be 
delivered. There are two deeds to each 
allottee, one for his homestead and ene 
for his surplus land. The chief urges 
every Indian who has not secured: his 
deed to do so at once. There are 4000 of 
these deeds that have been uncalled for 


in the office of the chief for three years. 


National Capitol to Be Preserved. 
As soon as the Indians settled in this 


country they at once established a capl- 
tal. 


The Creek capital is at Okmulgee, 
the Cherokee at Tahlequah, the Choctaw 
at Tuskahoma, the Chickasaw at Tisko- 
mningo, and the Seminole at Wewoka. 
In each place a Capitol Building was 
erected and there the Indian laws were

enacted by a House of Kings and a 
House of Warriors. 

These Capitol buildings are especially 
dear to the Indians, as they represent 
their national life more than any other 
institution, and in every nation there 
will be made an effort to preserve these 
buildings and the ground around them 
as a monument to the original settlers 
of Indian Territery, who in these places 
formed constitutions and established 
laws modeled after the United States, 
and placed the Indians on a plane of 
civilization with the white man and 
earned for themselves the title, ‘‘The 
Five Civilized Tribes.’’ 

In the old stone Capitel Building at 
Okmulgee, the Creek legislators have 
met for 3 years. Okmulgee has been 
the capital of the Creek Nation since 
1868, when the first council house, a 
log structure, was built on the sit of 
the present building. The previous year 
the council met at Deep Fork River, 





three miles west of Okmulgee, and there 
formed a constitution which teok away 
from the “town kings’’ much ef their 
power and vested dt in the Indian courts. 
Im earlier days a “‘town king’ was the 





practical ruler of his town, or commu- 
nity, and settled practically all internal 
affairs in his clan. He was judge, jury 
and executioner. 


Had Police Force Also. 

When the Indian courts were estab- 
lished, there was also created the Indian 
Light Horse, and this was the police 
force of the Indian Nation. Prior to 
removing from the Southland to this 
country, the Indians held thir councils 
under circular brush arbors and at night 
; they slept on the rude benches. Some- 
times these places were cleared and the 
Indian ceremenial dances were also held 
there.

MANY BASEBALLS 
USED IN A YEA 


Great Skill Is Required in the 
Making of Perfect Spheres 
for National Game. 
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FLAWLESS 


Measured Seven Times—Somie 
Interesting Facts. 





SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Oct. 2.—It 
probably never has occurred to you as 
you sat on the bleachers or grand stands 
that an enormous amount of baseballs 
are used every season by the league 
clubs, college nines and independent 
clubs. Some expert out West ventured 
to guess that 30,000 nice white balls 
were sent to their doom in one season 
by the 16 clubs of the American and 
National Leagues. No one has at- 
tempted to guess how many all the other 
nines throughout the country use in one 
season, and nothing but a guess could 
be secured by him who scouts for the 
statistics. But for those who want to 
get a half idea it may be stated that 
any league clu} major er minor, uses 
from 20 to 60 dozer c«. balis in one 
season. 

The majors use more than the minors, 
but he is certainly a manager for small 
details who could tell you the exact 
number of balls which his club uses in 
one campaign. The manager buys his 
balls much cheaper than you think he 
does, and he will probably figure by 
the dozen when he takes the census of 
his supply of ammunition. His unit {s 
the dozen, and though he is not tossing 
the globes at the sparrows, he’ll be sat- 
isfied if he knows that he has so many 
dozen on hand. 

Twenty Dozen a Season. 

In the Connecticut League about 
twenty dozen a season is the average 
amount which a club manages to use, 
though some of the teams may use evan 
twenty-five or thirty dozen, dependiug 
probably in part on the amount of 
friends who seek souvenirs from the 
managers. The league adopted a rule 
recently requiring the home team to 
furnish the umpire with three Immacu- 
late spheres and three second-hand 
ones in good condition at the beginning 
of every game. But the fact that there 
must be three new balls on hand ata 
certain park three or four times a week 
will not lead you anywhere if you at- 
tempt to figure from this the amount 
used up. It takes more than one game 
to -put a ball out of commissior. 

Still there are times when the round 
things will wing away from the coop. 
Then balls are lost vaulting over fences 
and 101 other ways, and the fact is that 
the genera] consumption is very large. 
The average amount secured by the 
eight managers of the clubs for one 
Season varies from 150 to 250 dozen, 
which is probably just half the supply 
that one of the major leagues uses. 

The American: Association has a rule 
requiring 16 new balls for every game, 
and it is figured that each club in that 
circuit sends 50 dozen to the dump every 
season.: The Western Association 1s 
credited with smashing 35 dozen to each 
club in a season. One who has followed 
the vital statistics of the curved and 
walloped figures that each one of the 
American League clubs batters from 40 
te 50 dozen of baseballs out of existence 
in their chases for the pennants. 

One man says that the New York and 
Chicago teams use sixty dozen each a 
season, and places an average of nine 
balis a game for every matinee on the 
home grounds. American League teams 
are very likely to tess eut brand new 
ammunition when the umpire announces 
a shortage, and of course this en: 
courages an ipvcrease in the population 
of the ball. It is figured that an Hast- 
ern League club will get away with 
thirty dozen a season, and ten to fifteen 
dozen is placed as the amount for the 
small league teams. 

Of course, the number of baseball 
nines in the land is constantly increas- 
ing, leagues are becoming more nu- 
merous and the game is being played 
as it never was before. It is next to 
impossible to attempt to get an esti- 
mate of the number of balls used in 
one season by all teams, so many are 
the clubs that are playing. ‘They are 
rlayineg the game in a few more places 
besides Holyoke, 
Glan Orchard, and they’ll

In shape, the poles are 
square, with the corners beveled off two 
inches or three inches, so that the top 
ef the pole is octagonal in shape. This 
gives it a pleasing form, leaves the 
corners substantial and avoids sharp 
edges that would be likely to chip off. 

The rods are placed within three- 
quarters of an inch of the cement at the 
corners and then Bound by a spiral wire 
encireling the four rods from top to bot- 
tom. This serves to tie the rods to- 
cether and prevents shearing of the ce- 
ment, as the reds have a tendency to 
move outward when the pole is subject 
to a lateral strain. Another important 
function performed by the spiral-binding 
wire is that it tles the concrete and in- 
creases the flexibility of the entire body. 

How They Are Made. 

The smaller poles, up to and inclpding 
33 feet are molded lying on the ground. 
The forms are laid with the butt near 
the hole and the reinforcement placed. 
Then the concrete is poured in and al- 
lowed to remain three to seven days, 
according to the weather. The forms 
are then removed, so that they can be 
used again and the pole is left to season. 
This process requires about three or four 
weeks and the poles are then ready te 
be set arfd used. 

All poles sheuld be built on the ground 
upright in the hole in position to be set 
up, thus saving the cost of unnecessary 
handling. Poles 4) feet and longer 
should be built standing, as this is eco- 
nomical. First the hole is dug and then 
the form is set in place directly over it, 
lined up perpendicular and temporarily 
suyed to held it in position. The spiral 
binding wires are then put in place and 
the rods drawn up on the inside of the 
form and set. 

There are several methods of placing 
thig material. One is by using a large 
bucket with pull¥s and a horse. With 
this method a 50-foot pole can be filled 
in about two hours, including the mixing 
ei the concrete. But the most ecenom- 
ical plan is to have a wagon equipped 
fer the purpese with a gasoline engine 
cencrete mixer and grain elevator te 


handle the material as rapidly as it is 
| mixed.

From the Jefferson County (Mo.) Re- 
publican. 

This last version was’ evidently in- 
tended by Mr. Scharff as an anecdote, 
iifustrative of the spirit of the early set- 
tlements for the name. 

In the handbook of American Indians. 
published by the Bureau of Ethnology, 
Washington, D. C., it is stated that 
Marameg is from iman-um-aig, Chippe- 
wa for “‘catfish’’ and that a tribe of Ma- 
rameg Indians lived north of Lake Su- 
nerior when the country wag first dis- 
covered—1734-1670. A village, spelled 
Maramech, a few milés west of Chi- 
cago, appears on lFranquetin’s map of 
.14. On Futaman’s map of 1688 the word 
is spelled Maramea, while on Franque- 
lin’s map of 1685 it appears as Merame. 

Seventeenth Century Maps. 

French explorers and Jesuit mission- 
aries passed down the Mississippi below 
the mouth of the Meramec in 1698-1700 
and reported that the Indians came 
down the Marameg River to go to the 
lead mines 50 leagues distant up the 
river. 

The maps of the eighteenth century, 
some as early as 1703, give various 
names to this river, such as Maramec, 
Maramek and Marametk, and Lieut. Z. 
M. Hike in 1806 spelled it Meremeck. 

By Canal to St. Louls. 

Engineer Morell, acting on behalf of 
the State, reported to the Legislature in 
December, 1840, that it would cost $2,925, - 
000 to make the Meramek navigable by 
locks and dams from its mouth to 
Maney’s iron works, a distance of 172 
miles, and $3,400,000 to make a canal be- ; 
tween the same points. 

The Meramee Canal and Navigation 
Co. was authorized in 1837 to improve 
the Meramec River so as to afford’ 
stock water navigation § along its 
banks and to connect that river with | 
St. Louis, either by canal or railroad, . 
but the funds te do this work could 
not be raised and the project failed. | 
Benjamin Johnston, Benjamin O’Fal- | 
lon and Johnson H. Alford of Jeffer- 
S0n County were made members of | 





above canal company. 
Catfish River. 

The Chipewa, Marameg, 
Sac tribes were of Algonquin stock, 
and we conclude that the word, Mar- 
ameg, by whatever tribe the river was 
given its name, is of Algonquin or- 
igin and was intended to convey the 
idea that this was a catfish river, 
which in fact it really is. 

In this connection we desire to 
give some facts in regard to this 
river which we were unable to give 
in our former report. It will be re- 
merbered that the Court of Quarter 
Sessions of St. Louis County, in 1896, 
granted John Boli a license to keep a 
ferry over the Meramec River, three 


miles below the mouth of Fish Pot 
Creek, and we were formerly unable

to tell you where that ferry was, be- 
cause we could not locate this creek. 
This we are now able to do. 


No Chauge in 100 Years. 

The creek bears the same name 
now it did in 1806, and‘it enters the 
Meramec River from the northwest, 


‘in St. Louis County, about half a mile 


above Valley Park and the Meramec 
crossing of the Frisco Railroad. On 
a Straight line Fenton ts about three 
miles from the mouth of this stream, 
and we therefore conclude it was the 
place of Boli’s ferry in 1806, though 
he had a ferry under the Spanish 
Government lewer down the river, at 
or near the mouth of Saline Creek, in 
Cur country. We have spoken several! 
times of Catalan’s ford, on the Mera- 
mec, but were never able to locate it 
until now. 
Old Ford Leeated. 

It was at the site of the present Lo- 
may Ferry Bridge. It takes its | 
name from Louis Catalan, one of the 
first settlers of Carondelet, and he 
gave the name to a prairie there 
called ‘‘Prairie a Catalan.” and to a 
road leading from the village, ‘‘Prai- 
rie a Catalan,” now Carondelet, des- 
ignated on the maps as “Chemin 
(highway) a Catalan, and the salt 
works of Benito Vasquez, on survey 
3011, were known at one time as “La- 
Saline a Catalan. But Catalan died 
and his name as applying to these 
places has disappeared. 

There is no doubt that the “King’s 
Trail” crossed the Meramec at what 
is now known as the Lower Ferry, 
and we believe, though we do not pos- 
itively known, that Catalan’s Ford 
was the crossing later known as the | 
Upper Ferry.

It is not only} 
sustaining, but contains much juice, | 
which’ partially allays the thirst of the! 
animals. 

The fields have been practically 
cleared of all crops, but the ground ts 
too dry to plow. No preparation is he- 
ing ‘made to plant winter wheat, oats 
or other forage crops until after some 
rain has fallen.

Tangle- 
foot fly paper is now within the reach 
of all canal employes at the new price 
of 1% cents per sheet, as against the old 
price of 2 cents. Two-ounce packages 
of bicarbonate of soda are going at 
“slaughter prices,”’ as the bargain ad- 
vertisements cay. The old price was 
12 cents per package; the new price is 
2 cents. To offset this, however, house- 
hold ammonia has been jumped from & 
cents per bottle to 15 cents.

State Gave Union Pacific 30 Per 
Cent of Gross Earnings 
Last Year. 


$6,155,142 
Operating Expenses in the Corn- 
husker Domain Increased by 
Clerk Force. 


PAID SALARIES 


LINCOLN, Neb., Oct. 23.—Thirty-five 
per cent of the gross income of the 
Union Pacific system originates or ter- 
minates at Nebraska stations, while 38 
per cent of the gross income of the road 
is earned in Nebraska. And 32.44 per 
cent of the system is in Nebraska. 
These facts are contained in the an- 
nual report of the road filed with the 
Railway Commissioners. 
Gross Earning Figures. 

The gross earnings of the entire Union 
Pacific were $45,512,933.54, and the gross 
earnings in Nebraska 17,632,988.27 for the 
year ending June 30. The gross income 
per mile for the entire system aggregat- 
ed $15,144.19, and for Nebraska $18,029.64, 
leaving a net income of $6,547.99 for the 
system and $8,179.56 for Nebraska. 

The operating expense per mile of road 
for the system was stated in the report 
to be $8,596.13, and for Nebraska $9,850.08. 
It is thought the great cost in Nebraska 
must be from the fact that the general 
offices with its attendant expense of 
salaried officials and clerks makes the 
operating expenses so great for the 
Cornhusker State, because nowhere on 
its system does the road have such a 
level line as in Nebraska.

Pure Food Law Will Aid Prohibi- 
tionists in Preventing “Two- 
Per-Cent’’ Violation. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. %.—Ag a re- 
sult of a conference between their 
representatives and Dr. S. J. Crum. 
bine, secretary of the State Board of 
Health, the ‘‘cracker trust” and four 
of the large brewing companies, have 
announced that they will make no 
further effort to evade the provisions 
of the new Kansas pure food law and 
the regulations of the State Board 
of Health for its enforcement. 
Regulation 34 of the rules adopted 
by the board requires the labeis on 
food or drugs which are adulterated 








or artificially colored or contain al- 
cohol to so state. This regulation 
brought the objections. but after a 
long conference with Dr. Crumbine it 
Was agreed that the products will 
hereafter be labeled in conformity 
with the rule. 


The breweries have been selling so- 
called “malt extracts” and other bev- 
erages supposed to contain less than 
*wo per cent of alcohol in Kansas. 
Dr. Crumbine has ruled that these 
beverages come within the scope of 
the pure food law and will requtre 
that the labels hereafter state the 
quantity of alcohol contained. 

This ruling will make it easy for 
officers charged with the enforcement 
of the prohibitory law to secure evi- |

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 23.—Until 
about a year ago Tennessee l¢ed all of 
the Southerh States in the number of 
rural free delivery routes in operation. 
Tennessee took this lead six years ago 
and kept it until Texas people began to 
take a notion that having letters and 
newspapers brought daily to the very 
| gates of the more prosperous farmers 
iwas a good thing, and the Texans com- 
| menced to petition the Postoffice De- 
{partment vigorously for the establish- 
ment of the service. Being a larger 
State both in population and area, Texas 
forged ahead, and the chances are the 
Lone Star country will keep ahead. Ten- 
nessee is holding second place in the 
South. 

The report which has just been pre- 
pared shows that on Oct. 1 there were 
in operation in Tennessee 1546 routes, be- 
ing a gain of two since June 30. Pe- 
titions are pending for the establish- 
ment of 21 new routes. 

Since the service was eStablished by 
the Government 2588 petitions from 
Tennessee have been referred, of which 
number 959 were reversed by the of- 
ficials here. From Texas 2762 petitions 
have been rcceived, and 1007 have been 
turned down. 

Texas had on Oct. 1 1625 routes in 
operation, being a gain of 18 since June 
30. The Texans have now pending 111

It is almost incredible, but Mr. Bryan has out- 
‘ned the paramount issues for next year and has 
been silent as to Government ownership and 
the referendum.

Advice for Balloonaiics.

In regard to the inability of aeronauts to determine 
the direction of a balloon when sailing over a large 
body of water or above the clouds would say a simple 
vet effective way is to drop a small parachute from 
balloon, if balloon js traveling in an ordinary wind. 
The balloon will have gained on the parachute by 
the time parachute opens sufficiently to align para- 
with a compass. The direction the balloon 
is from the parachute determines the direction tbe 
balloon is traveling. If a measurement is to be 
made at night the “weight” on the parachute should 
be an electric hand torch, with the ‘“‘lens’”’ or light 
pointing upward, so as to shine on parachute. ‘This 
will make parachute plainly visible from above.

4000 YEARS AGO. 


From the St. Louis Medical Fortnightly. 
In jurisprudence the ancient Egyp- 
tians, in some ways, excelled us. They 
permitted. women to earn property and 
own it in their own right. They allowed 
women, in the absence of male progeny, 
to become reigning qucens. They gave 
to women the right to teach, to preach 
or make a living in any honorable man- 
ner.

Doctors who proclaimed the 
discovery of some wonderful cure were 
held responsible for the effects  pro- 
duced by that cure and, if death result- 
ed from its use, the doctor, or quack, 
had to follow his victim to the ‘‘nether 
world.”” In the puayers and confessions, 
which many of them committed to 
papyrus, they display the high ethical 
tone of those remote times. Here is 
the translation of one that is over 4000 
years old: “I have not boasted, not 
lied, not stolen, not defiled myself, not 
burned with rage, not blasphemed, not 
been an éeavsdropper, not oppressed the 
poor, not starved any man, not made 
any to weep, nor have I falsified the 
beam of the balance.’ The papyrus of 
Ani, in the British Museum (No. 10,470) 
gives 42 sins that every devout person 
had to confess concerning before Osiris, 
or lose his soul. Besides those of the 
confession quoted were others equally 
remarkable, such as: “O, Breath of 
Flame, I have spoken no evil; O Lord of 
Law, I have never entered into a con- 
spiracy: O god of two fold evil, I have 
never commited adultery, O reciter of 
words, I have never spoken in hot 
anger: O Babe, who ecomest forth from 
‘fab. I have never made my ear deaf 
to the sound of words of truth; O thou 
that orderest words, I have never been 
in excitable and contentious person.”

TALKS OF WALL STREET 








Even If His Policies 
used Troubles There’ll 
Be No Change.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 2.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt received an enthusiastic 
welcome here vesterday afternoon. The 
Ryam great auditorium was crowded 
te its capacity with persons to hear him 
speak. 

The President reiterated his belief that 
the Government should demand hon- 
esty among financiers, especially desal- 
ings in the stock market and the ad- 
Winistration ef banking institutions. 

While here Mr. Rooseveit visited the 
Hermitage, the old home of Andrew 
Jackson, and in his address he declared 
he would use his influence to have the 
Government take control of the Hermi- 
tage. 

He laid a wreath of palm leaves upon 
Jackson’s grave, and on his way to 
his train visited the Confederate Sol- 
dier’s Home, registered und spoke cheer- 
fully to the aged veterans who occupy 
the home. 

To Continue His Policies. 

The President's address was devoted 
chiefly to the troubles which have re- 
contly disturbed the financlal centers 
ef the country. He said in part: 

“There has been trouble in the stock 
market—in the high financis! world— 
during the past few months. The state- 
ment has frequently been made that the 
policies for which I stand, leyislative 
and executive, are responsible for that 
trouble.

Merely the 
tables and chairs of the Tigers Inn cost 
a fortune, being made of teakwood. 
and bought for the club by the fond 
mother of one of its founders.

Club, the handsome Elm, The Cannon, 
Cap and Gown, the Princeton

FPERTS WILL TA 
NEW CANCER CURE 


New York Physicians Will Make an 
Early Test of Electrical 
Process. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—As soon as full! 
reports of fulguration, the new method 
for the cure of cancer, which has been 
reported frem Paris, are received in this 
country they will be studied with the 
greatest interest by specialists on this 
side. If there is any prospect of suc- 
cess in it it will be tried forthwith at 
the New York Skin nd Cancer Hospital 
of this city. 

“T can hardly express an opiniqn of 
the method,” saiu Dr. William Seaman 
Bainbridge, visiting surgeon of that hos- 
rital and honorary president of the first 
International Congress on Cancer, held 
at Heidelberg last year. “The cable- 
gram does net give the full data. But 
I can say that if we have any hope of 
it we shall certainly give it a trial. 
Electricity has been used before this in 
many ways for cancer. We try every- 
thing that promises success, and this 
fulguration will be no exception.” 

The fulguration treatment is descenbed 
as follows: An electric transformer is 
connected with the city’s electric sup- 
ply and sends through an_ insulated 
probe a leng current of great power. 
From the probe is ejected an electric 
spark five inches long, which ts appifed 
with a fulgurating or flashing effect on 
the cancereus growth, thus destroying 
all the diseased tissues. After the ful- 
guration the electric spark is used in 
lieu of a knife, volatilizing the affected 
part. After the operation the wound is 
washed with water and a simple anti- 
septic and a dressing are applied. The 
Paris patient under treatment is said by 
Dr. Hart, the discoverer of the treat- 
ment, te be convalescent after suffering 
from an internal cancer for two years.”
